The Wilmington Public Schools 
will open for the fall term next 
Wednesday, with regular sessions 
in all schools, 

A total of 4800 pupils are en- 
rolled in the Public Schools this 
fall, an increase of 260 over the 
same time period of a year ago, 

The High School, grades 9 to 
12, will be open from 8 am to 
2:20 pm, 

The two Intermediate Schools, 
North and West, will have the same 
hours, 8:00 am to 2:20 pm, 

Class hours in the Elementary 


Schools, Grades 1 to 5, and Grade* 


6 at the Woburn Street School, will 
be from 9:00 am to 3:00 pm, 

As was the case a year ago, in 
order ‘to avoid double sessions and 
overcrowded conditions, in some 
areas of town, and to permit the 
school building program to catch 
up with the ever increasing school 
Population, it has been necessary 
to assign many elementary school 
children to schools other than those 
in their own districts, 

This year the changes affect 
grade 5 children at the Boutwell 
School, who will attend the Wild- 
wood School, and children scat- 
tered in various areas who will 
attend grades 1 through 4 in the 
Buzzell, the Swain or the Glen 
Road schools, depending on grade, 

The addition tothe Woburn Street 
School is not scheduled for com- 
letion and occupancy until about 
December ist, The spaced forthe 
children scheduled for this school 
is being provided by utilizing the 
All Purpose rooms in the Wild- 
wood and Woburn Street schools, 
together with two rooms in the 
Center School, t 

It is a temporary situation only,

In those schools the children 
will be served packaged hot lunches 
which are the equivilant of the 
lunches served in the cafeterias 
of other schools, They will eat 
their lunches at their desks, 

The school principals of the two 
schools have been meeting with

Grades 9-12, 2 miles, 

Special arrangements for handi- 
capped are made by the Super- 
intendent of Schools 

An Orientation Day for all new 
teachers is to be held today, in 
the West Intermediate School, and 
a general staff meeting is planned 
for next Tuesday, to prepare the 
schools for the opening of Wednes- 
day.

Stories By The Late George McIntosh 


George McIntosh, born in New 
Orleans, was a resident of Wil- 
mington ‘from the time of the Civil 
War untif' 1898, ‘The following are 
some stories told by him, 

Ames Hall used to be over Hud- 
son’s Store ( site of the present 
Wilmington Pharmacy.)The hall 
was used for meeting purposes, 
and had a stage at one end, 

One day some ‘Kickapoo’ Indians 
came to Wilmington and hired the 
hall, They stayed here five or six 
weeks, and used to give free Medi- 
in Shows, on the stage of the hall, 
Everyone used to go, 

‘The ‘Indians’ sold Kickapoo In- 
dian Sagwaw to the audience, 

When they left they sold what they 
had to Hudson for 60 cents a bottle, 
He then sold it, at a good profit, 

‘They also sold a Kickapoo Indian 
Salve. They told everyone that they 
could pull teeth, painlessly, 

I had a bad tooth, and Charlie 
Hudson asked me why didn’t Ihave 
the Indians pull it out, - so I tried 
it, I could feel that tooth coming 
out of my toes, 

I asked the ‘Indian’ afterwards 
why he said it was painless, andhe 
told me ft didn’t hurt him, 

My father was Capt, George Mc~ 
Intosh, He was a shipmaster, andhe 
used to come to Wilmington when he 
was small, on the Middlesex Canal 
boats, but he settled in New Orleans 
He lost everything when the Civil 
War started because he wasa Union 
man, 

My mother had to go ‘through the 
lines’ to the North, with her chil- 
dren, She went to Cairo, Dlinois, 
She carried in the bosom of her 
dress a small pistol, She was wear- 
ing ‘butternut grey’ the only cloth 
you could get in the South during 

the Civil War, and when up 
North She was insulted for ‘ing 
that kind of cloth, r 

She and my father had to settle 


You 4 Your Life 


in Wilmington because the land 
they owned here was the only 
thing they had left, 

My father had to make his living 
the hard way, working for the Bos- 
ton & Lowell Railroad, He rose to 
become foreman of the mainten- 
ance crew, in the Wilmington sec- 
tion, He died in 1888, aged 64, He 
was born in Friendship, Maine, and 
was educated in Thomaston. 

My grandfather, William MciIn- 
tosh, came from Edinboro, in Scot- 
land, He was hired to come over to 
the US and teach the art of glass 
blowing, down on Cape Cod, at the 
town of Sandwich, 

My other grandfather was named 
Plummer, He was wrecked on the 
coast of Maine, and swum ashore 
with a rope, which he tiedtoa tree, 
Then he froze to death, 

My mother’s grandfather had 
fought under Washington, 

I went to the Butters Row school 
when I was a boy, Across the 
street from the school was the farm 
of Lorenzo Butters, He was afine 
man, and the school children used 
to steal his apples, There were a 
lot of fine apple trees there, and 
further down Butters Row towards 
Chestnut Street were some fine 
pear trees, 

The Pecker Apple Tree? (The 
original Baldwin Apple, Ed,) Iknew 
where it was. 

There was a gate, by the house 
(The William Butters II House, Ed.) 
and a road led down towards the 
Miller House, The tree stood all 
by itself, in a mowing field, near 
the road, two - three hundred feet 
down, It was near a little turn in 
the road, 

When I was young we used to get 
old pine trees out of Canoe Swamp, 
{Canoe Swamp fs on both sides of 
Main Street, north of Butters Row, 
Ed.) We used to dig down into the 
peat to find those trees,

More than 30% of the drivers involved in fatal accidents 
in 1965 were under 25 years of age. 
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We used to use those trees to 
make matches, We woulddig down 
and get splinters off the trees, two 
or three feet long, and split up the 
splinters for matches, Very good, 
too, 

Hop farming had stopped, but 
there were a lot of little hills left, 
trom the old fields of hops. 

Those hills were about eighteen 
inches apart, - the same way you 
hill corn, They used to seta stake 
in the middle of the hill, for the 
hop vines to climb, 

I remember the old Boutwell 
House, too, down on Boutwell Street 
I didn’t think much of tt, It wasn’t 
fit for anyone but a five foot man, 
The ceilings were too low. I used 
to deliver groceries to that house, 
and I never could stand up, when 
T got in. 

We lived in a house that was half 
way between the Shell Station and 
Butters Row, on Main Street, I 
can remember J--~- H--- used to 
go down to Woburn every Saturday 
night to get drunk, inhisDemocrat 
wagon. My mother used to hear 
him, sometimes, before dawn on 
Sunday morning, and would get on 
a shawl, and go out and get the 
horse, and lead him into the stall. 
She’d feed that horse, and let him 
Test, but she would go into the 
back of the wagon, where J----- 
was sleeping, and get his jug, 
and smash it, 

‘Then after a while she would put 
the horse back in his harness, and 
slap it on the rump, and send it 
home, with J---- still asleep in 
back, 


A lot of times there were wagons 
that horses could not draw up the 
hill, on Main Street, near Butters 
Row, Farmers from Billericaand 
Tewksbury used to use Main Street 
to go to Boston, early inthe morn- 
ing, with a load’of hay or some- 
thing, and then they would come

One of my early jobs, too, was 
to work for Lem Eames, He was 
one time a Selectman, and aState 
Representative, and he owned the 
big Eames farm, at the head of 
Wlidwood Street, on Woburn Street, 
H is name was Lemuel Cobb Eames 
and if you worked for him, or didn’t 
know him too well you called him 
Lem, but if you were a real friend 
you called him Cobb, 

Lem paid 50 cents a day, He was 
a good fine straight Christian man, 
Deacon Sheldon lived nearby, and 
Henry Sheldon lived across the

Anyway, Doc Parsons ‘salted’ 
a mine, up on Burlington Avenue, 
where the old Middlesex Canal 
used to be, east of Burlington 
Avenue, He ‘planted’ a little 
gold dust in the banks of the canal, 
and then somehow let the Boston 
Globe find out about it, The Globe 
had a big story about ‘Gold in the 
Streets of Wilmington’, 


Gillis said, ‘That loam was taken 

by the town - 50% of it, The rest 

was shipped out of town, Withless

Gillis didn’t know whether or not 
he would be on the Planning Board 
after October second, whenhis ap- 
pointment (five years) expires, But 
he gave the other members some 
words of wisdom, 

‘In the future’, he said, ‘The 
Planning Board should put onevery 
‘linen’ (plan) of real estate devel- 
opments, that no loam or gravel 
can be removed, except by per~ 
mission of the Wilmington Planning 
Board,’ 

“Put this under bond’ he said, ‘put 
some teeth in itl, 

The Planning Board, Gillis said, 
did a good job, and the Selectmen 
pulled the rug out from under them 


Henry Sheldon bought stock, and 
so did a lot of other people, There 
were hundreds of people out, on 
Sunday, to see the ‘mine’. 

You could’t fool all the people 
though. Some of them had been out 
to California, and knew how gold

Doc Parsons had a daughter, and 
she used to do setting up exercises 
in her room, every evening.

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He of the ‘Witch’s Boot’ 


Colonel Jonathan Buck 


Wilmington was first settled a- 
bout 1665. The first was probably 
William Butter (1665), The second 
may have been Abraham Jaquith 
(about 1665) and the third may have 
been Richard Harnden (about 1667). 
‘There was possibly another house, 
in 1666, the Tweed- Manning House 
in North Wilmington, lately the vic~ 
tim of the arsonist’s torch, Just 
when the Tweed Manning house was 
built the writer does not know, but 
there are 1666: rumors, 

The Buck family, ashas been re- 
lated, built their home in Wilming- 
ton in 1672 or thereabouts, and this 
home, soon to be torn down, is one 
of the Ancestral Homes of the Uni 
ted States, Bucks from allover the 
country can trace their lineage 
back to Roger Buck. 

Another early settler was Sam- 
uel Eames who moved up from the 
Central Square area of Woburn 
about 1695, 

Samuel was the father, among 
others, of Daniel Eames, and of 
Lydia Eames, 

Daniel Eames bought from E- 
phraim Buck, in 1723, the Eames 
House, on Woburn Street, across 
from Wildwood Street, now the 
home of the Wolfe family, He mar- 
ried a granddaughter of Richard 
Harnden, Abigail, 

His sister Lydia married Ebe- 
nezer Buck, grandson of Roger. 
There was only one surviving son 
of this marriage, the other chil- 
dren dying young, and Lydia did 
not lve more than half a dozen 
years after marrying Ebenezer. 

The surviving son was Jonathan 
Buck, born in the Buck House on 
Woburn Street on Feb. 20, 1719. 
Jonathan. became a Colonel, in 

command of the Fifth Massachu- 
setts Militia Regiment, at about 
the time just prior to the Revolu- 
tionary War, 
But his greatest claim to fame 
4s his gravestone, in Bucksport, 
Maine 


For that is the gravestone with 
The Witch’s Boot. 

After his mother’s death his fa~ 
ther re-married, a girl by the name 
of Lydia Morse, from Newbury, 
and he moved to Haverhill. Jona- 
than grew to manhood in that town, 

Among his occupations was that

of a ship builder, and the Town of 
Haverhill refused him the right to 
establish a ship-yard, a factor 
that may have caused Jonathan to 
move to Maine, which was thena 
part of the Massachusetts Bay Co~ 
lony. 

"Eight men from Haverhill moved 
to the Penobscot River and founded 
a town there on August 8, 1762, a 
town first called Buckstowne, and 
then later Bucksport. 

Jonathan Buck was the acknow- 
ledged leader and first settler of 
that town, 

In Bucksport Jonathan Buck, who 
is described as being about 5 feet 
10 inches in height, lean, and with 
a Roman Nose, was able to build 
himself a ship, which he could not 
do in Haverhill, He built a sloop 
named The Hannah, in 1770, a 
vessel of about 60 tons, and the 
first ever built on the Penobscot, 

And on the Penobscot he may 
have met from time to time his 
former brother in law, Daniel 
Eames, Daniel was engaged ina 
successful land speculation in the 
Penobscot area, and probably vi-~ 
sited the area several times, 

Near Bucksport was a place 
called Bagaduce, and in 1779, dur- 
ing the Revolution, the British 
seized this place and built a fort, 
called Fort George, 

This was a direct affront to the 
now independent Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and an expedition 
was organized to drive the British 
out, 

One reads of Lexington, and of 
Bunker Hill, and of Dorchester 
Heights in the history books of the 
nation, but one never reads of the 
expedition to take Fort George, for 
it ended in disgrace, 

In command of the military for- 
ces was a General Lowell, and in 
command of the twenty armed 
Ships, property of the Common- 
Wealth, was a Commodore Sal- 
tonstall,, 

After the expedition’arrived at 
Bagaduce Colonel Buck (who it 
seems, did not have his regiment, 
or so one might infer) went over 
from Bucksport with other Buck- 
sport men, and offered his services 

The fort was besieged by the 
forces of Massachusetts for 21 


days, and then some British Men- 
of-War appeared on the horizon, 

‘The Americans fled up the river 
taking everything with them, and 
they sunk or burned all their boats, 
One of them was the frigate ‘War. 
ren’, the first frigate ever built in 
the United States, It was blown up 
just a Little below Bangor, 

Colonel Buck, when the Massa- 
chusetts forces fled upstream, went 
back to Bucksport, and arranged 
for his family to go elsewhere, 
ene that the British would soon 

be around, 


The British arrived next day, 
and Bucksport was burned, includ- 
ing the Colonel’s home, shop and 
the sloop, 

The Colonel and his family had 
already got as faras Brewer, upon 
the Penobscot, where a servant girl 
died and was buried, Later he and 
his family escaped to Haverhill, 

But the biggest event of his life 
occured after he had died, andwas 
buried, 

It was the famed ‘Witch’s Boot’ 
which appeared on his gravestone, 

There are tales that the Colonel) 
had condemned a witch to death, 
and that she had prophesized that 
she would haunt him, after his death 
she would naunt him, after his death 

There are more tales that the 
Colonel had made orders, in his 
lifetine, to ensure that this would 
not happen, 

And there are still more tales that 
members of the Buck family had 
caused the stone to be cleaned se- 
veral times, after the discoloration 
appeared, and that each time the 
Witch’s Boot reappeared, 

All of which may or may not be 
true, but Colonel Jonathan Buck, a 
native of Wilmington, was more 
famous for an event that may have 
been purely a geological accident 
than anything he did in hislongand 
honorable career,
